Cattle Rates to Japan Reduced 


As a result of negotiations carried 
on by the Provincial Department of 
Agriculture, the rate per head on cat: 
tle from Alberta to Japan has now 
been reduced to $37.50. This rate was 
formerly $100. The reduced rate is 
expected to act as a considerahle 
stimulant to the trade in Abberta live- 
stock which has been instituted since 
the Department last spring sent atest 
shipment to Japan. 

The new rate is for a minimum 
shipment of 0 head, and includes 
stalls, ocean space and fare of man in 
charge, as did the old rate. The new 
rate will be published shortly by the 
railway companies, and will be in 
effect for three months from date of 
pubication, at the end of which time 
it will be reviewed again. 

The Canadian Trade Commissioner 
in Japan has been advisel of the new 
rate, and it is oxpected that ship 
ments of cattle from Albersa ranges 
will go forward. Tc date about 250 
head have ‘been shipped to Japan by 
the Department of Agricultur: and F. 
Burns & Co. 

A large firm in Japan is being or- 
ganized to undertake the shipment of 
cattle from Alberta. 


Honey Production 

Production of honey is appearing 
for the first time in the annual tabla 
of Alberta agricultural products. It 
is estimated that there are now 160 
bee keepers in Alberta, and that the 
production the past season was 55,000 
tbs., or about $13,000 in value. 


Co-operative Turnover in Alberta 

According to figures gathered by the 
Provincial Department of Agrtoul- 
ture, 40 co-operative organizations in 
Alberta, including the wheat pool, had 
a total turn-over in 1923 of $37,728, 
000. 


Alberta Products for the Orient. 

During the past three years there 
has ‘been considerable growth in ex: 
port of products to the Orient from 
this province. 


New Wheat Pool Manager 

R. D. Purdy, assistant manager of 
the Bank of Montreal at Edmonton, 
has been appointed to the position of 
manager of the Alberta Wheat Pool in 
succession to the late Chester Elliott. 
Mr. Purdy takes over his new duties 
on January Ist, 1925. 


Road Work In 1924 

About 400 miles of main highways 
were completed In Alberta during 1924 
under the five-year program authoriz- 
el by the Legislature last session, 
which contemplates a total expendi- 
ture of $3,500.000. The work was 
done on the chief tourist highways in 
the province, and as a result a totat 
of $250,000 has been earned hy the 
Province as a Federal aid grant, Next 
year’s program contemplates the 
building of about 500 miles of high- 
way. . The Department of Public 
Works will concentrate next year 
more on the bringing of roads up to 
standard rather than building. an ex- 
tended program of clay roads. Work 
is also being done on the Jasper High- 
way and' the ‘Peace River Highway

THE GREAT STORM AND 
RAILWAY TRAVEL 


The great snowstorm which we 
have just experienced, coupled with 
the intensely cold spell, put a strain 
of extreuae severity on transport of 
all kinds throughout the West, and 
railway _ services generally were 
much disorganized. Under the highly 

j exceptional circumstances this was 
i not in the least sunprising, but at the 
; same time it is difficult not to be- 
lieve that for once in a way the Cana- 
dian Pacific Railway onganization did 
not quite prove itself equal to the 
emergency. The breakdown of the 
services between Calgary and Edmon- 
; ton and eastwards between Edmonton 
ae and Saskatoon was more complete and 
lasted longer than might have been 
expected. There seems to have been 
a lack of reserve power in the shape 
of locomotives and snowploughs which 
resulted in ‘the lines becoming blocked 
more completely and cleared more 
slowly than need have been the case. 
We are so accustomed to seeing the 
Canadian Pacific exhibit on all occas- 
ions an extraordinarily high degree of 
efficiency that a moasure of surprise 
and possibly even a mild chuckle of 
amusement is permissible when we 
find ‘that great organization momen- 
tarily (baffled. Those of the public 
who were unfortunate enough to have 
to travelon the stormy days were put 
to great inconvenience by the rathe: 
wat incomprehensible absence of informa- 
tion or the quite conflicting informa- 
i tion which they were given as to the 
times of arrival and departure of tha 
much delayed trains. After making 
all due allowances for an extraordin- 
arily difficult situation, it is a littla 
hard to understand how trains should 
have been reported up to within an 
hour of their arrival as running to 
j time, and then have been delayed for 
as much as two or three or even more 
i ‘hours without any fresh development 
i in the situation having taken place. 

It almost seems as if at some point or 

other in the higher direction of the 

battle against the storm, there had 
i been a lack of grasp and decision. 
; It will be quite unlike the Canadian 

Pacific’s usual methods of doing 

things if the lesson is not learned, and 
i steps taken to remove the weakness 
t that has become apparent on this oc- 
casion. It was satisfactory to find the 
Canadian National meeting the emer- 
gency in very creditable fashion, and 
getting its trains through with com- 
paratively little delay. In the useful 
and instructive rivalry between our 
two great railway syst2ms it would 
seem that in this instance a point 
must be credited to the National Rail- 
j way system against its brilliant com- 
petitor.

The death of Samuel Gompers, the 
United States Labour leader, is a loss 
not only to labour but to the whole 
world. Gompers had come to stand as 
the embodiment of a type of Labour 
leader unfortunately only too rare-— 
the sane and moderate constructive 
leader. In the course of his long car- 
eer as an official, and latterly as the 
leader of organized labour in the 
States, he had broadened out into 
something much more than a chieftain 
in mere class warfare. He never 
ceased to be true to the interests of 
the labburing classes, but he = also 
realised that the real advantage of 
those classes lay in something much 
more than merely destructive assaults 
Ou-t’.> position of other classes in the 
community, and particularly of the 
employers’ class. As with many other 
men, it was the Great War which gave 
Gomipers the chance of showing that 
he was a patriotic American first and 
a Labour leader only second. He had 
no hesitation about throwing all tho 
weight of his powerful influence on to

an excuse for holding the community 
to ransom on ‘behalf of organised 
labour. As was to ‘be expected, the 
«moderation of his attitude gave rise to 
mrany attacks upon him by the mors 
extreme sections of his iparty, especi- 
ally in the days before Bolshevism had 
finally lost any little credit it ever 
possessed in America. ‘He stood 
bravely up against those attacks, and 
at the end his position seemed again 
an assured and powerful one. His life 
has marked great advances in the 
status of the manual working classes 
in the United States, and his death 
finds those classes in a position of 
general prosperity higher than has 
been the case in all probability at any 
other stage of history. It is greatly 
to be hoped that the successor of Sam- 
uel Gompers in the leadership of 
American Labour may inherit also his 
moderation and constructive sanity of 
outlook. 


THE SEASON OF MISTLETOE 
AND GOOD CHEER 


The time has arrived when fair 
young hostesses in arranging the dec- 
orations for their next party or dance 
look round for suitable places to hang 
the festive and alluring mistletoe. 

It is not a matter to be too lightly 
decided. “If I hang it in too obscure 
a place, HE won't see it. If I put it 
in too prominent a place, HE won't 
dare.” So runs the thought of the 
dainty maiden with lips pursed per- 
haps in thought, perhaps in anticipa- 
tion. The origin of this custom of 
kissing under the mistletoe is not en- 
tirely clear. The mistletoe has had a 
more or less sacred significance from 
the days of the early Druidic religion 
in Ancient Britain, and it is possible 
that some gay young Druid icurate—if 
they had such things as curates in 
those times—may have hit on the idea 
of proclaiming it to be a religious 
duty of all the unmarried girls of his 
tribe to receive a priestly salute under 
the sacred mistletoe as a means of 
stealing a march on some of his secu 
lar rivals in the tribe. In that case 
one can imagine the unctuous triumph 
with which he initiated the new cus- 
tom, while the profane warriors look- 
ed on in sulky envy, and clashed their 
war clubs against the stones with a 
silent expression of the hope that they 
might chance to meet the ingenious 
curate all alone on a dark night near 
a steep and lofty precipice. The ex- 
tension of the custom to all and sun- 
dry may have been due to some daring 
innovator in those dim, far-off days, 
who probably bribed some old and un- 
romantic priest into appointing him to 
a position which ‘bore the same rela- 
tion with regard to the mistletoe cere- 
monial as that which a lay reader 
holds with respect to a duly ordained 
clergyman. Again one can imagine 
the enthusiasm ‘with which the young 
men of the tribe would hail this 
breach in the priestly monopoly. Per- 
haps the guileless old priest was sur- 
prised to find a queue of stalwart 
young pagans waiting at his cave en- 
trance in anxious haste to be appoint- 
ed to this new office of the early 
church. 

It is all rather uncertain, but one 
need not cavil at the origin of the 
custom, provided one is ready to ob- 
serve the custom itself faithfully and 
well, Now that we ourselves must 
sadly admit the presence of silver 
threads among the gold, we can only 
look on at the young folks enjoying 
their Christmas, and smile a little 
wistfully at their cheery revels. How 
ever, as long as we can so smile and 
wish them well, the spirit of ‘Christ-

Calgary trading very light this 
week. Last week end' the top price on 
heavy steers was realized of $5.60. 
Prices this week probably about last 
week’s level. Choice heavy and light 
steers, $4.50 to $5; good, $3.75 to 
$4.25; medium, $3 to $3.50; common, 
$2 to $3. Choice heifers, $3.50 to $4; 
good, $2 to $2.75. Choice cows, $2.75 
to $3; good, $2.50 to $2.75; medium, 
$2.25 to $2.50; common, $1.50 to $2; 
canners, $1 to $1.50 Bulls, $1.75 to 
$2.25; others, $1 to $1.50. Choice 
calves, $3.25 to $3.75; common, $2 to 
$3. Feeders, ‘Stockers—Quotations 
nominally unchanged, with top feed- 
ers around $4, others down to $3.50;

$11 to $11.75; yearlings, $9 to $10; fat 
ewes, $4 to $7.50. 

Grain— 

Buropean buyers continue to pur- 
chase at the advances which ara 
recorded on the Canadian and Ameri- 
can markets and high levels have 
been reached. Just how high they 
will go no selling agency appears to 
know, ibut it is fine while it lasts and 
the present crop sure to bring a good 
price. 

Poultry—Regs— 

‘Poultry—Late shipments have been 
delayed on the railway lines and coun- 
try deliveries made impossible ‘by bad 
roads during present week. Most of 
the dealers have their orders filled, 
but prices will hold until the end of 
this week. ‘Christmas week buying 
prices will depend on number of lat: 
orders: received and also purchasing 
demand at home. If there are heavy 
receipts tunkey prices seem sure to gu 
down. Hggs—Limited local shipments 
show even greater reduction due to 
bad weather. 


Butter—Cream—Cheese— 


Creamery Butter—Market quiet 
and steady, with coast trade taking 
small surplus from Alberta.

THE WALLS OF DERRY 
AND NO SURRENDER: 


In all the dowbtful boundary area 
between Nonthern treland and the 
Free State, the city of Londonderry 
occupies: perhaps the most critical po- 
sition and may be sald to constitute 
the storm centre. With a population 
of about 30,000 and a splendid natural 
situation both for scenic beauty and 
commercial advantage, Londonderry 
is a prize worth struggling for jby 
either side. 

A great tradition haunts and  pos- 
sesses the icity, the tradition of the 
Siege of 1689, when the loyal Protes- 
tants held the city for William III 
against the deposed King James TI. 
and his Catholics. The sights of the 
city are the old walls, which  with- 
stood the siege and have now more of 


the much expanded city outside than 
within their circumference, ‘the monu- 
ment to Governor Walker who com- 
manded during the siege, ‘Roaring 
Meg,” one of the defenders’ cannons, 
and the Protestant Cathedral with its 
many relics of the siege. What the 
memory of Prince ‘Charlie, the '45, 
and the tragedy of Culloden is to peo- 
ple of the ‘Scottish Highlands, that 
the memory of the siege is to the Pro 
testants of Londonderry. There is, 
however, this great difference  be- 
tweenthem. The memory of Culloden 
is that of a great defeat, a lost and a 
dead cause. The memory of the 
siege of Londonderry is that of a 
great triumph in a cause which has 
never been dead, but only dormant, 
and now seems likely to wake again 
to strenuous life. In 1689 the enem- 
jes of? Protestant Derry were without 
its walls. In 1924 they are both with- 
out and within, and the danger is the 
more deadly than ever because of 
that fact, 

It is undoubtedly true that at, the 
present time the majority of the peo- 
ple of Londonderry in about the 
proportion of 238 to 17 are not Prot- 
estants but Roman Catholics, and 
that if a vote were to‘be taken for 
or against inclusion in the Free 
State, there is something more than 
a mere likelihood that it would result 
in favor of such inclusion. 

The contention of) the Free State ad- 
herents is simply that effect should be 
given to that numerical majority and 
Londonderry be transferred to the 
Free State. The answer of the Pro- 
testants in the first instance is: “Nev 
er.” If they are asked to explain and 
justify further their refusal, they say 
that Londonderry has ‘been built up 
by Protestant enterpries and energy, 
that at the present time 70 percent. 
of the property of the city is owned 
by Protestants, that almost all the 
factories and’ large businesses are 
owned and managed by Protestants, 
and that the Catholic majority of to- 
day consists mainly of unskilled 
labourers and their nume1ous families, 
who have come in to work in or 
about the Protestant factories. Some 
of these, they say, got their chance of 
obtaining such work during the war, 
when lange numbers of the loyal 
Protestants had gone to fight at the 
front, from which many of them never 
returned. It 1s utterly untfair, in the 
view of the Protestants, that a ma- 
jority of such a character and so 
created shioould have the right to de- 
cide the destiny of the city and hand 
it over to what the Protestants regard 
as a backwarl, semi-bankrupt, turbu 
lently corrupt, and priest-ridden Free 
State. It will be observed that the 
whole argument of Protestant Lon- 
donderry is merely a particular  in- 
stance of the general argument of 
the Nonthern Ireland Government 
and people against territorial conces- 
sions to the Free State. 

It is quite impossible to reconcile 
these opposing views and equally im- 
possible to say with authority and cer- 
tainty which of them is entitled to 
the greater weight. The matter is 
not likely to be decided by reasoned 
discussion. It is one of those issues 
which involve a clash of vital inter- 
ests, and which are decided only ‘by 
force or the possibility of force, 

To realize the intensity of the feel- 
ings raised by this question is not 
very easy [for people living in Stcot- 
land or England, where for a_ long 
time now domestic:political questions 
have ceased to be matters of life and 
death, freedom ‘or slavery, and ‘have 
become affairs of political theory or of 
the varying incidence of taxation. It 
is necessary to visit the actual scene 
of controversy and to feel the atmos- 
phere in which it is being carried on 
before a just appreciation can be ar- 
rived at. 

‘Londonderry was one of the places 
where at the end of September dem- 
onstrations were held to protest 
against the setting up of the Boun- 
dary Commission. The meeting was 
held in the city hall in the evening. 
and some time before the hour fixed 
for it the bands of the various Pro- 


testant and Orange societies in the 
city and district assembled at the 
head of the bridge over the River 


Foyle ‘and marched through the city 
to the hall. In the days of British 
rule in Ireland such a demonstration 
would almost certainly have led to a 
counter demonstration by the Cath. 
olics and probably to a fierce faction 
fight, with the Royal Irish Constabu- 
lary occupying a strictly neutral 
position, and interfering only when 
the battle threatened to assume a 
really serious aspect. Times have 
changed, however, in Derry. If th 
numerical strength is with the Roman 
Catholics, the power, the organiza- 
tion, the fierce resolute enthusiasm is 
with the Protestants.. For the 
moment at any rate, justly or unjust: 
ly, the Roman Catholic spirit in the 
city is tamed, and the Roman Cath- 
olic claws are cut. The merit or de- 
merit of this state of things is not at 
present under discussion. Only the 
fact is here stated. On the night of 
the meeting in question the Protestan! 
drums beat unchallenged, the Protes- 
tant fifes shrilled unanswered 
through the streets of old Derry. 

The city halt was packed to the 
extreme of discomfort. An overflow 
meeting had to ibe held’ close by for 
the benefit of those unable to find room 
in the hall. The walls were hung 
with Union Jacks and with mottoes 
recalling the days of the great siege. 
while the crowd waited for the speak- 
ers to arrive, the pipe organ pealed 
out a series of the most familar 
patriotic airs, ‘Rule Britannia,” “Land

of Hope and Glory,” and the French 
“Marseillaise,” and the enthusiasm of 
the packed audience grew from mo- 
ment to moment, until a roar of cheer- 
ing from an upstanding crowd greeted 
the appearance of the Ulster leaders 
on the platform.

listen unmoved to the full-throated 
singing of such a hymn by an assem- 
bly who, rightly or wrongly, ‘believe 
that their civil and religious freedom 
is in deadly peril and that they must 
face that peril with possibly no hum- 
an aid behind them. 

The opening speech of tthe chair- 
man, Senator Glendinning, a_ local 
business man and member of the Sen- 
ate of Northern Ireland, struck the 
note that dominated the whole even 
ing. It was a note of entire sincerity 
and determination to resist at all 
costs and to all lengths any attempt 
to hand oven the city of Derry to the 
Free State. Point afer point was 
answered by the audience with round 
after round of cheering, and the sen- 
tences of real and dignified eloquence 
with which he ended put the speech 
onto a level at least as high as any 
of those of the more widely ‘known 
men who followed him. All through 
the meeting the same tone was 
heard. The reasoned expositions of 
the facts and the law bearing on the 
question at issue were heard with 
something akin to impatience. The 
listeners were obviously of the opin- 
ion that there was neither need nor 
time for such arguments, which they 
knew by heart already. What they 
wanted to hear were the declarations 
of twnswerving resolve to stand fast 
and to bid defiance to any and all who 
threaten the right of Protestant Derry 
to stay within the Empire and under 
the Union Jack. ‘We will not suffer,” 
said man after man, “the maiden city 
of Derry to be handed over to men 
who were traitors ito the Empire in 
the Great War and are traitors to the 
Empire now,” and again and again the 
traditional shout of “No surrender” 
came back in answer to these declara- 
tions. 

It is perhaps easy for those at a dis- 
tance to smile in superior fashion at 
the defiant enthusiasm of a few thous- 
and men and women in a small town 
on ‘the outskirts of a small provinice 
of the Empire. It is easy to say that 
the Protestants have noright to put 
their narrow sectarian views in the 
way of the peaceful settlement of a 
great imperial problem. It is, how- 
ever, well to remember that in the 
eyes of even a small community their 
civil and religious iiberty, dearly 
won and jealously guarded in the 
past, may in the ipresent count for 
more than all the problems and all 
the glories of an Empire. The ipeople

It is worth recording the impression 
made by this Londonderry meeting on 
an American observer of very wide ex- 
perience and of no religious preju 
dices whatever. Before coming to 
Londonderry and the North of Ire- 
land, he had lived for some time in 
Dublin, and had travelled about the 
Free State-and talked with most of | fig 
its leading men, including De Valera |. 
himself. He went to Northern Ire- 
land convinced of the artificial and 
unsound character of the Ulster agi- 
tation against inclusion in the Free 
State, and of the absurdity of a divid- 
ed Ireland. After seeing Ulster and 
its people, and particularly after at- 
tending the Londonderry meeting, he 
expressed himself as deeply impress- 
ed not only with the sincerity of the 
Ulster opposition to union with the 
South, but also with the ‘fact that 
there are in Ireland two distinot 
nations of entirely different types, 
which it is neither practicable nor 
wise to force into a union which has 
not got the full and free consent of 
beth. 

Londonderry is one of those places 
which the Free State leaders have de- 
clared to be quite incapable of exist- 
ing commercially if cut off by a cus- 
toms barrier from Donegal and the 
northern section of the Free State, 
but, as has been already indicated, this 
view is not accepted by the manufac 
turers and business men of the city, 
who think that the possible slight 
loss of trade to the wholesale mer- 
chants of the city will be nothing 
compared to the loss which would re- 
sult from being included in the heav- 
ily tuxed, badly administered Free 
State, even if there were no other 
than material considerations involved. 

For the time being the crisis is in 
abeyance and ‘will remain so until the 
Boundary Commission completes its 
work and makes its award. if that 
award favours the inclusion of Lon- 
donderry in the Free State, at once a 
situation of the utmost seriousness 
will arise for the award will be treat- 
ed as of no effect ‘by Northern  Tre- 
land, and any attempt to ‘take over 
the government of the city by the 
Free State will almost certainly be 
foncibly resisted. It is at least pos- 
sible that the Catholics of the city 
are making secret preparations for a 
struggle. It is certain that the Pro- 
testant authorities of the icity, in com- 
mon with the government and people 
of Northern Ireland generally, are 
also making their arrangements. The 
occasion may never arise. Tlie boun 
dary question will probably ‘be set- 
tled by agreement, and' in that event 
Londonderry will certainly remain 
within ‘the territory of Northern Ire- 
land, but there is no certainty in Tre- 
land, and it is just possible that the 
Protestants of Derry may have to 
face the dangers and hardships if not 
of a siege, then of a struggle within 
the confines of the city. In that cas2 
their watchword will almost certainly 
be the same as it was nearly 250 
years ago—"No Surrender.”
